London, Mardi 15. — In the horipe of 
commons, replying to Mr. Willinra 
Redmond, Irish Nationalist, who askud 
whether the government of the Unit<'<l 
SLites hi\t\ offered its pond ofllces to 
her majesty's governcicnt, with tho 
view of bringing about peace in South 
Africa, the government leader, Air. 
Balfour, said her majesty's govern- 
ment would not accept tho intorvcii 
tlon of any power in the settleiueat, 
, of South Afric.m affairs. 

The following is the text of Mr. Bal- 
four's repir to Mr. Redmond: 

"The Tnited States chnrge d'affaires 
Marc h 13 communicated to Lord Salis- 
bury the foUowlag trtagnun frmn Mr. 
Hay: 

" *By way of friendly and good 

offices inform tho British minister of 
foreijjn affairs tl»at I ju.st received a 
telegram from the United States con- 
sult at Pretoria reporting that the gov- 
ernment of tho Bouth African request 
the president of the United States to 
Intervene with the viow of cessation 
of hostilities and saying that a similar 
request has been made to the repre- 
sentatives of the Suropean powers, in 
communicating this request. I am di- 
rected by the president of the United 
States to express the earnest hope 
that a way will be found to bring about 
peace, and to saV that be would be 
glad in any friendly manner to aid in 
bringing about the desired result' " 

The reading of this dispatch was 
greeted with cheers from the Irish 
members. Co&tlnniDg. Mr. Balfour 
said: 

"Lord Salisbury requested Mr. White 
to convey the .sincere aclinowledge- 
ment of her majesty's government to 
the government of the United States 
for the friendly tone of their eom- 
raunlcatlon and to say that her majes- 
ty's novcrnTTient does not propose to 
accept the intervention of tny i>ower 
In the settlMBtnt of South African 
affairs."

UWION JACK 

Over the Ciipttal Of O'ninge 
Free State. 
London, March 15. — ^At precisely 1:30 
Tuesday afternoon a union Jack, spe- 
cially made for this purpose by Lady 
Roberts, was hoisted over the presi- 
dency at Bloemfonteln amidst the ac- 
clamations of the commander-in- 
chief's battalions, in which, curiously 
enough, the Orange Pre* Statert ap- 
pe.ir to hava J9UMd with rwnarkahle 
heart! nees. 

The oppesltiOQ to the entry of the 
British troops into the oi^tital was In- 
fiignlflcant. Boers were found occupy- 
ing a few hills south of the place, but 
a few shells drove them off, and at 10 
a. m. some newspaper correspondents. 
enterlQS ibe town, found Mr. Frazer 
and other ofllcials and guided them to 

where Lord Roberts stood 09 tOpi Of a 
.hUl awaiting for them. 

As spokesman, Mi^. Frazer aslied 
protection for life and property and 
surrendered the kejre. Lord Roberts, 
accompanied by his Staff, rode at the 
head uf a cavalcade a milk long to the 
presidency, receiving an ovation 
throughout the route culqiinating in 
a remarkable dnnonetratlon. at the 
Market .square. 

Reaching the government buildings, 
Lord Roberts toolc poeeesslon of the 
city in the name of the queen, then re- 
paired to the presidency, where the 
ceremony of hoisting the union jack 
ended forever, according to universal 
opinion here, the Boer f oren^meat pf 
the Free State, 

During bis progress through the 
town. Lord Roberts stopped and or- 
dered the Instant replacement of gauds 
which were being looted from the 
artillery barracks by kaf&rs, thus giv- 
ing the populace an earaest aasurance 
of the treatment they might e^^ect 
from the victors. 

Prefldei^t Bteyn fled to Kroonstadt 
without replying to Lord Roberts' de- 
mand for his surrender, and the com- 
mander-in-chief remarked afterwards, 
during tb« course of conversation, 
willq breaktipUM,«t the farm of Pres- 
ident Steyn'i hrpther that the ex- 
president "had heebme a nonenity." 
The British troops, with the exception 
of those neceuary to police the town, 
remain outside,

The military authorities here expect

Columbus, O., March 1j. — A poll of 
the senate was taken on the |1.0U0,000U 
centennial blU. which passed the house 
Wednesday. 

It shows that the bill will in all 
probability become a law. Eleven sen- 
ators said they were for the bill with- 
out reservation. Only four senators 
are absolutely opposed to the bill. Tliey 
are Senators Bright, Hanna, Man lKiut 
and Wightman. Senator Middleion 
was not present, ui:d his position could 
not be secured. The following Is a 
summary of the poll: For the bill, 11; 
against the bill, 4; friendly, bu.t unde- 
cided, 10; noncommittal, 5; absent, 1. 

Senator Dunham of Toledo said that 
two of the four senators who are put 
down above as noncommittal are under 
pledge to vote for the bill. That 
makes 14 votes for the bill. The 
friends of the bill will need to get only 
two votes out of the 10 members who 
expressed themselves as friendly to the 
centennial. 

The senate passed Senator Cohen's 
bill giving the city of Cincinnati prac- 
tically the sole right to say whether 
adjoining villages and hamlets shall 
be taken Into the city corporation or 
net. 

Representative Rusfl^H's bill to give 
protection to skunks passed the sen- 
ate by a vote of 28 ayes to 4 nays. It 

is noviT a law. The punishment for 
killing a skunks is from |25 to $.")0 for 
the first offense, and from $30 to flDO 
for the second. The farmer members 
ail claimed that the skunk, barring his 
perfumery, is a very companionable 
animal, and very useful to the farmer 
as a destroyer of insects. 

Senator Marchaot's motion to re- 
consider the vote by which Senator 
Dodge's highway commission act was 
passed was lo.^ t. The opponents of the 
Clark local option bill oame tO the 
senator's assistance. 

Senator Harvey Introduced a bill to 
provide for paying the per diem ex- 
penses of common pleas judges when 
they are called out Of their dlltriCtS to 
sit on the bench. ■ 

Senator Madden introduced two bills 
one of which gives the county survey- 
ors the right of the county engin- 
eering and surveying. It is virtually 
the Ankeney bill, which was defeated 
in the house recently. The othsir is 
a bill to authorise life insurance and 
trust companies to Issue policies as 
loans, paying the same when the poli- 
cies are given and taking mortgage se- 
curity for them, to be cancelled at the 
ena of a certain number of yeara. 
In the HoiiHe. 
Tlie hoii.se again went into commit- 
tee of the whole tor the consideration 
of the Oear salary bill, which, after be- 
ing amended, was reported to tho 
house, ordered printed and placed on 
the calendar for next Tuesday. 

Among the bills Introduced in the 
house were the following: Mr. Oear, 
empowering fraternal and beneficial 
societies to invest surplus fund.s in real 
estate; Mr. O'Neil, authorizing water 
works commissioners of Cincinnati to 
pay David Folts ft Company 19,287 on 
a contract declared to be invalid. 

Mr. Roberts' house bill to add to the 
vehicles which may be Included in the 
license ordinances of any dty bicycles 
and antmnohllee was passed In the 
house. 

The house committee on public 
work.s decided to recommend the In- 
definite postponement of Mr. Merlon's 
bill to abolish the Columbus feeder of 
the Ohio canal.

New York, March 13. — A sensational 
element wa» Injected Into the reform 

movement when the grand Jury form- 
ally protesrfd against the presence of 
District Attorn y Ganliner during the 
examination of Dr. Parkhuritt 

Shortly after they assembled the 
rrand Jury went In a body before Rc- 
forder Goff and asked for instructions. 
The fornian, addre-ssing ttir r< i :■. 
said that the orderly proceedings of 
business had been interfered with. Th'; 
rrand Jury desired to examine the wit- 
ness without the presence of any mem- 
ber of the district attorney's office. A 
spirited colloquy ensued between Col- 
onel Gardiner and Recorder Goff, the 
latter declining to allow the district 
attorney to address blm. Finally Col- 
onel Gardiner was allowed to state lils 
side of the controversy. He claimed 
that he had a right to be present in the 
grand Jury room, and to advise the 
jury If necessary In the examination 
of witnesses. 

Recorder Goff in a lengthy address 
sustained the grand jury. He defineil 
the conditions under which the district 
attorney might be present, but said 
that riglit was liniited to the giving of 
information to the grand jury. After 
that information hud been given, saiil 
the recorder, his function ceases and 
be must withdraw. Should the nece? 
sity for it arise, said the recorder, the 
jury could compel liini to retire. Col 
onel (rardintr attempted to enter u 
protest, but this the recorder refuised 
to hear. 

The action of the police of!lc!:i1s in 
arresting the m.ir.agers and proi)ric- 
tors of several reputable restaurants 
and hotels, In which music is made a 
feature of the dinner hours, was gen- 
erally discussed. These pro( erdinu-s 
were based upon the law requiring bo 
tels to have a concert license if any 
orchestra was employed, the section 
under which the attempt was made to 
close the notorious resorts In the ten- 
derloin precinct. 

There is a general Inclination to be 
lleve that this is an attempt on the 
part of the police to make the vice 
crusade unpopular, and also to divert 
attention from the movement as.iinsi 
gambling.

The recent i-egistatoia anasted a new 

pure food law. 
The new law is very similar to the law 

passed in June, 1S!»S, saw that it reiiuiree 
all articles of food that are adnlterated in 
any manner to be labeled to show the 
quality and extent of the adulteration 
All baking powdf re are required to con- 
tain on the can a formula of the compo- 
sition of the powder. The taw specifies 
that all food prodocts that are not abso- 
lutely pare shall be carefully marked. 

Oleomargaiine and butterine can be 
mannfactured and sold, but only when 
containing the mark of the adulteration. 
If they are sold as butter by any disguise 
the law provides a penalty. The penalty 
for any violation of the law- is a iiue of 
$100 or impriaonipent for fifty days, or 
both. The opaMtteai • the law ift aim i 
lar to the old one, in that it provides for 
an investigation by the experiment sta- 
tion at LeziagtoB, at the rate of |6 per 
investigation .
